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Remarks 



Upon entry of the foregoing amendment, claims 1-5, 10-11, 14-25, and 28-38 are 
pending in the application, with claims 1, 10, 14, 17, 20, 23, 28, 32, 33, and 36 being the 
independent claims. Claims 6-9, 12-13, and 26-27 are sought to be cancelled without 
prejudice to or disclaimer of the subject matter therein. These changes are believed to 
introduce no new matter, and their entry is respectfully requested. 

Based on the above amendment and the following remarks, Applicants respectfully 
request that the Examiner reconsider all outstanding objections and rejections and that they 
be withdrawn. 

Cancellation of Non-Elected Claims 

La response to the Examiner's requirement that non-elected claims 6-9, 12-13, and 26- 
27 be canceled based on the previous Election Requirement, Applicants hereby cancel claims 
6-9, 12-13, and 26-27. The cancellation of these claims is made without prejudice to or 
disclaimer of the subject matter therein. Applicants reserve the right to file these claims in a 
divisional application. 

Conclusion 

All of the stated grounds of objection and rejection have been properly traversed, 
accommodated, or rendered moot. Applicants therefore respectfully request that the 
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Examiner reconsider all presently outstanding objections and rejections and that they be 
withdrawn.
